sociation Confarenca became 
almost too clearly revealed. 
. Delegates opposed to the as. 
sociation of the Unionist Party 
with the Coalition Government 
were in a minority, but it saemed 
to bathe business: of the chair- 
* man, who had Sir Gearge Young- 
erat hia side, to prasant shem 
from developing any trial of 
atrangth on their resalutions. 
Motions calling for a far more 
vigorous and effective assertion 
of the fundamental principles of 
the Unionist Party in the general 
conduct of the domestic affairs of 
the country, and asking that the 
Leader and Whips should not 
support a Parliamentary can- 
didatein any constituency who 
is pot appraved by the local Can- 
sarvativea or Unionist Associat- 
«jon.wore dexterously pnt on one 
side, after they had been moved 
and seconded, by the simple pro 
tess of proceeding to the next 
business without putting them to 
a vote. The resolutions would 
not have been carried, but the at- 
titade of the platform seemed to 
be to treat them as negligible and 
as matters on which it was quite 
unnecessary that tha conference 
should express an opinion. It 
must be xdmitiad thet protests 
ageinst this kind of action were 
rather faltering and received 
ttle support from the main bedy 
Uf the delegates. 

The greater part of the session 
was davoted to the discussion of 
a resolotion calling attention to 
the revolutionary movement now 
in progress in Ireland. Dramatic 
interest was given to.thia br tha 
appearance of Irish speakers, 
whose namev, the chairman said, 
could not, for obvions reasons, be 
divulged. . 

ANOSYMOTS IRISH SPEAKERS. 

Mr. J.C. Williams again 
presided over the conference, and 
the firs: motion to be considered 
was ono in the folldwing terms 
dealing with the situation in 
Treleud :— 

“To call attention to the revolut- 
jonary movements now in pro- 
gress ip Ireland, anj to the 
imminent peril to the lives, 
Hberties end property of 

--Jawabiding persons in the south 
and west, in consequence af the 
complete paralysis of the law in 
many large areas, from which fhe 
authority of tha Crowe has 
already been effectually banished, 
and to move that this conference 
do impress upon the leaders of 
the Unionist Party the disastrous 
consequences, both to Ireland, 
Grea! Britain, and the Empire, 
which cust necessarily result if 
effective steps ara not taken to 
deal with a bigbiy dangerous 
sizustion.”

The anoaymens delegate said 
that they had been told that tine 
corse of Ireland was ths lack of 
moral courage. (4 voice: “By 
the Government.) There was no 
lack of courage on the part of 
the loyalists in Ireland, who stuck 
on and tried to live under impos- 

- sible conditions. The cursa of 
Treland, as they understood it. 
was the Jack of moral courage oa 
the part of the Govermnent. 
(Cries of “Lloyd George.” They 
should govern the country or 
cease togorern. (Cheers.) There 
wes an organized campaign 
going cn to underming British 
prestige and prowess throughout 
the world. and Ireland for this 
reason presented not merely a 

_ domestic difficcity, but a terrible 
‘Imperial danger. If they wanted 
to see a prosperous Ireland they 
roust have stability of Govern- 
ment snd not the performances 
going on at the present time. 

The seconder of the motion was 
also an Irishman, who spoke 
without revealing bis name. The 
chairman remarked that the fact 
that this was necessary was not 
to the credit of Birmingham. the 
Kingdom ofthe Empire. The de- 
legate. said thst what Ireland 
wanted was a down-right 
thrashing.

From the Home papers we gather thar demands for more wanes 
and shorter hours are still being mate on behalf of the men emplor- 
ed in shiptuilding. bat that the Unions are disinclined to accept the 
suggestion of employers tha! there should be ah investigation intu 
the eronomic position of the industry. One commentator says that 

- the Trade Unionist leaders prefer to put obstacles in the way of the 
Teal facts being made knows, tu stop the working of overtime and 
by thus preventing the worker earning the high wazes which would 
then be possible, to keep him in the state-of discontent which will 
win his vote when extreme measures are proposed. These are hard 
words, and whether they truly represent the facts or no: it. surely 
stands to reason that if men are constantly assured they have only 
to keep ontput down to obtain still shorter hours and hicher wages. 
or at least no reduction of wages, they will not be averse to support- 
ing such a policy. [f it could be brought home to them by an 
investigation committee on. which they were represented that 
British shipbuilding could no! carry on under such conditions. and 
tbat in the desire to work less and earn more they were running a 
teal risk of losing the job altozather they would no doubt refuse to 
be swayed by those who sre apparently ous to wreck the industrs. 
and get on with the job. - 

One suggestion put forward for a-solution of the labour unrest 
in the shipyards was that parment should.b> by results, but a‘ballor 
by the Amalgamated Engineers Unions resulted in a large majority 
voting against éven giving poxdr to Trade Union officials to negoti- 
ate with employerson the subject. If the men only want a fair 
return for labour done, it is difficult to understand why they should 
take up such a stubborn attitude on s proposal of.this nature. 
Possibly, however, it hes something to do witha fear that hich 
output might in the end lead to unemployment. That there mas be 
perieds of unemployment is probable enough. but they are not likely 
. toarise from speeding up the output. This poticy must tend to widen 
- the market for our productions and to reduce unemployment. 
Absence of the opportunity to work is more likely to come from the

THE DELAYED MAILS, 


WHEN. WILL THEY ~ 
“ ARRIVE? - - 

Ha wonkt be'a very remarkable 
prophet who conld definitely state 
on what vessel the bateh of mails 
delayed at Vancouver will arrive 
hare. With the announcement 
that the Great Northern, which 
was aupposed to carry the mails, 
will not call at Hongkong, hopes 
of an early receipt are out of the 
question, but there still exists the 
poasibility of a relief tothe general 
business anxiety in the know- 
ledge that the Kashima Maru, 
which left Seattle on the 7th of 
July,a few days after the de- 
parture of the Empresa of Asia 
from Vancouver, mey have the 
missing mails aboard her. Until 
the arrival of this steamer, wa 
Must possess our souls in pationce 
while awaiting the result of the 
disputa that is in progress be 
tweun tha Canadian Government 
and the Canadian Pacific, Ocean 
Services aver the question of 
mail subsidies. 

While on this subject of mail 
subsidies, we think that it is about 
time thar tha local Postal 
Ordinance underwent a revision 
which will make the terms 
Granted tothe transportation con- 
ceros more in accord with the 
volume carried. Ontside of 
deliveries under contract terms, 
applying to the more regular 
services, a grant of one cent per 
letter and four cents per parcel 
is made to other transportation 
services among which the t.P.O.S. 
isineluded. This anbsidy entails 
the carriage of transit mails for 
which no charge is allowed. As 
an instance, it may be stated that 
tha mails that are brought here 
from Canton or Manila for trans. 
mission to America are dumped 
op to vessels in receipt a 
the one cent rate without the 
inclosion of the additional 
charges, and it not infrequently 
happens that the volume thesa 
Bratuvitiously ~ carried mails is 
greater than that on which the 
rate af one cent is allowed. 
Under such circumstances it is 
not unlikely that the C.P.OS. 
will press for this additional mail 
matter io the terms that will 
inevitably be revised here follow- 
ing a successful application for 
the concession of batter terms 
from tbe Canadian Government.

The constant round of public 
duties which Prince Albert has 
taken on his shoulders, not oaly 
during the absence of bis elder 
brother, but also at all other 
times, would have justified his 
elevation ta the Peeraze even 
if it were not a standing 
cusiom always ta advance the 
sona of the Sovere‘gn to that rank. 
The titles whieh have heen elected 

‘Dake of York, Earl of Inver- 
ness, and Baron Killarney— were 
the three conferred upon the Ring 
on May 24. 1892, when he, as the 
second gon of the then Prince of 
Wales, was so created in the 
Peerage of the United Kingdom. 
These, Peeraxes merged in 
the Crown when his Majesty 
succeeded tothe Throne. In the 
case of Prince Albert, as in the 
case of his father, they typify the 
well-accepied rule ‘that for- the 
sons of the King Peerage titles 
shall be selected. one each from 
each of tha three kingdoms.
